Uiitfil deployment seen unchanged

Urquhart has apparently obtained 
the critically important Syrian agree- 
ment to'this compromise in his sever- - 
al visits, io Damascus. He arrived in

The UN envoy helicoptered to 
Camp Shamrock, headquarters of 
the Irish Unifil baitalion after talks 
in Israel. 

“Unifil is a peace-keeping force 
and in mv view it is a much more 
constructive concept than trying to 
use a much more old-fashioned con- 
cept of ultimate force to deal with 
forces that are not susceptible to that 
kind of treatment," Urquhart said. 

Although he did not mention 
Israel by name. Urquhart’s remarks 
were dearly directed at the Israeli 
army’s “iron fist" campaign against 
Shi’ite Moslem guerrillas and the 
proposed scorched-earth policy put 
forth by Defence Minister Rabin. 

“I think the use of total force is all 
wrong," Urquhart said. “You have 
to go for the hearts and minds.”

Two soldiers killed 
in suicide-bomb attack

METULLA. - Two Israeli offic- 
ers were killed and two «uldiers 
were lightly wounded in a suicide 
car-bomb * attack yesterday in 
South Lebanon. The !6-> ear-old 

girl driver of the vehicle also died 
as did a Druse passerby. 

The families of :he dead sol- 
diers have been informed, the 
IDF spokesman said last night. 
Their names hate not >e: been 
released. TTte two wounded sol- 
diers were taken to hospital ar.c 
one of them was released after 
receiving treatment, the spokes- 
man said. 

The vehicle exploded ar the Badr 
al-Shouf cross: ns- point nerth o: Jez- 
zine between the area controlled b\ 
the Israel Defence Forces and the 
area fanner north controlled by the 
Druse militia. 

A number of trucks with equip- 
ment dismantled from an fDF posi- 
tion between the Druse roadblock >.r. 
the north and the I Dr roadblock 
were iravcuir,£ south when a 
Peugeot 4ti4 dro\e up behind the 
last truck. 

Shortly after two officers 2t the 
IDF roadblock ordered :r.e dm er to 


stop, the \ chide blew up. killing the 
two officers. Military sources said 
that the car contained 3*> lo 50 kilos 
of explosives. Shia source** later said 
the c *r cnatamed Z00 kilos of explo- 
s!\ev 

The Druse resident killed in the 
blast was passing through ihe road- 
blocks. as dozens of local Druse do 
daily . 

An anonymous caller speaking in 
the oi the ■‘Lebanese National 
Resistance Front" look responsibil- 
ity far the attack. Reuters reported 
from Beirut. 

The caller said ihe c:.r was dri-.en 
by Sana Mhaydali. lb. a Shi’ite girl 
from the Zaharani region of South- 
ern Lebanon. It called her a "mar- 
tyr" and "Bride of the South." 

Prime Minister Peres said yester- 
day afternoon that the IDF is not 
helpless in the face of enemy attacks 
in South Lebanon. Speaking at a 
nv’A’s conference at the Tiberias Pla- 
za Hotel, he said that many attacks 
had been prevented. He said he was 
sure that the IDF would improve its 
methods still further. 

The prime minister said there is 
senerc: agreement that the IDF is 
not zoinu to be “the policeman of 
Lebanon." nor w-as it going to re- 
main on Lebanese soii. Tne air force 
strike yesterday was lo prevent hos- 


tile force: attacking Israeli targets in 
the future, said Peres. 

An Itim reporter yesterday inter- 
viewed one of the two soldiers 
wounded in the attack. Yoni Roth. 
20. of Kibbutz Mishmar Hayarden. 
Roth, who was hit in the face by 
shrapnel, said that his companion, a 
soldier named Yoram. shouted "It's 
suicide" a second before the car- 
bomb was detonated. 

Roth, now in Rambam Hospital in 
Haifa, said he wa& in a car moving 
between two points at the border 
crossing post when he noticed the 
Peugeot, driven by a girl in a red 
sweater, pass by him and halt next to 
a jeep. In the jeep sat the two 
officers, who usually questioned 
those passing through the check- 
point. The officers had not ordered 
the girl to stop, said Roth. She had 
driven slowly', showing no sign of 
nervousness. 

The car bomb then exploded, 
tearing (he Peugeot and the jeep to 
bits. 

Defence Minister Rabin said 
yesterday in Haifa, at a com- 
memorative meeting for the Illegal 
Immigration operation of the 19^0s 
and jy40s. that yesterday's car- 
bombing could have been prevented 
if certain measures had been taken. 
Roth agreed, saying there had been 
mistakes at the checkpost. 


IDF air strike kills eight in Shouf base

Israeli Air Force planes yesterday 
carried out their fifth attack against 
the Druse -controlled Shouf Moun- 
tains. According to an Associated 
Press report eight Druse and Palesti- 
nians were killed. The IDF spokes- 
man said all planes renumed safely to 
base. 

Guerrillas in Shemlan. 13 
kilometres southeast of Beirut, said 
the raid took place at 5:05 a.m. 
Armed rescuers were still reported 


digging in the rubble of the two- 
storey stone command building to 
reco\ er bodies six hours later. 

A Druse militia commander told 
AP half the casualties were Paiesti- 
nian>. but he refused to specify the 
group they belonged to. The others 
killed were Druse members of die 
Progressive Socialist Party Militia, 
he said. 

An IDF statement identified the 
base as a headquarters for the Popu- 
lar Struggle From, a small faction 
opposed to PLO Chairman Yasser 


Arafat. 

A PSP statement broadcast on 
Druse leader Walid Jumblatt’s 
Voice of the Mountain radio station 
said a squadron of 12 Israeli planes 
had earned out the raid. 

AP reported Lebanese police as 
saying Christian militiamen on the 
hills overlooking Sidon's eastern 
outskirts had traded sporadic sniper 
fire early yesterday with Moslem 
irregulars in die city and Palestinians 
in the refugee camps of Ein Hilwe 
and Mia-Mia. 


Lubrani: Israel ready to deal with Berri

WASHINGTON. - Israel is ready to 
work out a plan that would give the 
Shi'ite Antal movement direct con- 
trol of all areas in South Lebanon 
with a Shi'ite majority. Uri Lubrani. 
coordinator of activities in Lebanon 
said yesterday in a direct appeal to 
Arnal leader Nabih Bern published 
in 77ie New York Times. 

He hinted that if Berri and the 
moderate Amal leadership stand by 
their declared intention to desist 
from all terror activity against Israel 
once the IDF has withdrawn from 
Lebanon, then Israel may be ready 
to risk renouncing extensive security 
arrangements north of the border 
with Lebanon. The deal, he said, 
would be worked out with all due 
discretion. 


Israel. Lubrani wrote, believes 
that proper arrangements with the 
Shi'ites could offer the best assur- 
ance of an orderly and safe transfer 
of authority. 

But. he continued, Jerusalem's 
policy makers are in a quandary, 
since reliance on the Shi'ite option 
must depend on the outcome of the 
current struggle for power within the 
Shi'ite community and on its rela- 
tions with other political groupings 
both within and beyond Lebanon's 
borders. 

Israel believes that in the absence 
of a strong central government to fill 
the vacuum rhat will be created in 
the south of Lebanon following the 
IDF's withdrawal, responsible 
Shi'ite leadership is the only alterna- 


tive. But Bern and his followers, he 
said, have ignored Israeli overtures - 
the latest made in January, on the 
eve of the first stage of the withdraw- 
al. 

This failure to provide the desired 
responsible leadership led Israel to 
embark on a course of action which 
in the end cost many Lebanese and 
Israeli lives, he said. 

Lubrani’s appeal detailed Israel's 
terms to the moderate Shi'ites. 
These include checking extremists 
acting under Iranian inspiration, 
preventing terror attacks orches- 
trated by Damascus, and withstand- 
ing the pressures of Palestinians hop- 
ing to return to South Lebanon and 
to use it as a springboard for terror 
attacks within Israel. 


Cairo may discuss summit with Weizman

Cairo appears to be interested in 
using Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizman's planned visit to 
Egypt next week for preparing the 
ground for a summit meeting be- 
tween Prime Minister Peres and 
Egyptian President Mubarak, poss- 
ibly next month. 

Weizman was invited by Prime 
Minister Kama! Hassan Ali with 
whom be has maintained dose rela- 
tions since the days when Weizman 
served as defence minister in 
Menachem Begin's government. 

A meeting with Mubarak will be 
one of the highlights of Weizman's 
visit to Cairo, the first visit to Egypt 
by a senior Israeli cabinet member 
since the meetings between Mubar- 
ak and Jordan's King Hussein last 
month. The Egyptian-Jordanian 
talks dealt primarily with the possi- 
bility of forming a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation for peace 
talks that would be acceptable both 
to Israel and to the PLO. 

Much of the groundwork For a 
summit between Mubarak and Peres 
will centre on dealing with the issues 
in dispute between the two countries 
as one package. Such a package 
would also relate to the future of 
Taba, the small strip of land south of 
Eilat held by Israel and claimed by 
Egypt. Egypt warns Israel to agree to 
arbitration. 

Peres and Vice Premier Shamir 
agree on the package negotiation 
approach with Egypt, but Peres is 
understood to be far Jess opposed io 
arbitration over Taba than Likud 
leader Shamir. 

In Jerusalem, Weizman's trip is 
not viewed spedfically as prepara- 
tion for a summit. It is seen rather as 
part of a series of contacts with the 
Egyptians. 

Weizman and Shamir met today at 
the Foreign Ministry far an hour- 
long talk on the trip. After the 
meeting, sources close to Shamir 
said there will be a full-scale cabinet 
debate on the subject on Sunday. In 
any case, the cabinet has to approve 


Weizman's trip, as is customary re- 
garding any trip abroad by a minis- 
ter. But it appears that Shamir is 
interested in a full-fledged debate 
and not just a formal confirmation. 

Ever since the formation of the 
national unity government. Shamir 
has been on guard against infractions 
of his prerogative in foreign affairs. 
This has been especially true about 
Weizman. whose deep interest in the 
peace process and enthusiasm about 


contacts with Egypt have come in far 
criticism from Shamir's Herat Party. 

The meeting between the two 
ministers was their first without any 
aides since the government was 
formed last September. Shamir was 
apprised by Peres beforehand of the 
invitation to Weizman and did not 
object. Bur he is wary of Weizman 
and apparently wishes to ensure that 
the brief the minister carries to 
Egypt will be aired in the cabinet.

"If Arens speaks out, the coalition must be in trouble’

TEL AVIV. - Moshe Arens’s critic- 
ism of the national unity government 
yesterday is seen as more than just 
another shot in the verbal crossfire 
between the coalition's major com- 
ponents, with both Labour and the 
Likud admitting that his comments 
indicate just bow bad relations have 
become. 

Unlike the more impetuous and 
outspoken politicians on both sides. 
Arens is seen as one of the least 
likely to take the government to task 
in public or to engage in polemics. 

Thus, political observers have 
been galvanized by his accusation 
that Labour has reneged on the 
coalition agreement by not main- 
taining the settlement momentum 
and by refusing to permit yesterday’s 
Betar ceremony to take place at Tel 
Rumeida. 

The Arens charges are notable 
both for the issue involved and for 


the nature of the speaker. 

That so restrained a politician as 
Arens saw fit to criticize the govern- 
ment means that a raw Herut nerve 
has been exposed. For whereas pre- 
vious clashes between the coalition 
partners have involved a whole hose 
of issues on which opinions may be 
divided within Herut, this time, even 
if only by implication, the cardinal 
issue of settlement and the integrity 
of Eretz Yisrael was involved. And 
while Herut was willing to swallow 
the bitter pill of Lebanon, and to 
wage only a token battle over the 
economy, it will not be willing or 
able to compromise over the terri- 
tories. 

“Shamir described us as gritting 
our teeth in this government.' the 
vice-premier's close associate 
Michael Dekel recalls. “But there is 
a limit to what we can stand for. For 
us, Eretz Yisrael is the most basic 
ideological issue. When we entered 
the government, it was made clear 
that nothing would be done to 


antagonize us on this sensitive point 
and we even secured guarantees for 
a minimal continued settlement 
drive. But now. even this minimum 
is not being implemented. Et would 
not have hurt Defence Minister 
Rabin to allow a plaque to be affixed 
to one of the Tel Rumeida caravans. 
Had he not made an issue of it. it 
would have passed unnoticed." De- 
kel is convinced. 

There is also resentment in Herut 
about statements such as that of 
Economics Minister Gad Ya'acobi 
on Monday in which he stressed that 
“Sderot comes before Hebron." 

One Herut minister told The Jeru- 
salem Post , “if there is any single 
issue on which this government 
could fall it will be one involving the 
territories. The government would 
survive anything else, but if things 
come to a head on the issue of Judea 
and Samaria, the government will 
break up." This, according to the 
minister, is why Arens chose to 


speak out 

Both parties’ leaders have been, 
trying recently to hold their respec- 
tive ministers and MKs in line, but : 
almo st weekly something rekindles 
the confrontation which is now seen 
as endangering the government, try 
as the party chiefs wul to keep order. 
Each confrontation, it is noted, 
brings with it an escalation. Tins 
escalation, with Arens now seeming- . 
ly in foe fray, has even got sources in 
Labour worried. For Arens, it 
should be recalled, said on Monday 
that he would not fan the flames by 
disobeying Rabin and attending the 
Betar ceremony if it were held in Tel 
Rumeida. He took pari only because - 
the ceremony was not held there but 
in the Machpela Cave in Hebron. 
And yet, although Arens is not the 
sort to shoot verbally from the hip, 
he nevertheless chose yesterday's 
event for his attack. Thu^the think- 
ing in both Labour and the Likud is 
that bis remarks show coalition rela- 
tions to be very sour indeed. 


U.S.: Sudan coup may 
have been pre-emptive

WASHINGTON. - The coup in 
Sudan which toppled president 
Ja’afar Numeiri was a preventive 
move designed to foil a plot by junior 
officers that would have overthrown 
the entire Sudanese establishment, 
The New York Tunes wrote yester- 
day, citing administration sources. 

Although no sources were explic- 
ity cited, the item appeared follow- 
ing a conversation between the U.S. 
Ambassador in Sudan and the coun- 
try's new leader, Gen. Abdul- 
Rahman Swareddabab. 

The coup leaders sensed that their 
juniors were poised to act and thus 
took the initiative to save their own 
skins, the paper quoted administra- 
tion sources as saying. 

Administration officials added 
that if the coup was indeed merely 
pre-emptive, then Swareddahab's 
power base may be shaky. They 
anticipate that the junior officers will 
now strive to displace some of then- 
seniors who were allied with 
Numeiri, perhaps including 
Swareddahab himself.

Hostages to agitation or student radicals? 


The Jerusalem police and the 
administration of the Ibrahimiya 
College in East Jerusalem disagree 
over what happened in the school 
last week when a spate of 
stoneforowing ended in a police 
siege, assault and over 100 arrests. 

Both sides agree that the police 
did not try to contact the college 
authorities during the disturbance, 
that many of those arrested were not 
Ibrahimiya srudents, and that seven 
students were injured in foeclash. 
But there is little agreement on any- 
thing else. 

Police say the disturbances came 
to their attention when an unmarked 
police car reached a barricade of 
stones and garbage bins in front of 
the school on the road from the 
Rockefeller Museum to the Mount 
of Olives. A dozen sioue-throwing 
young men, many wearing keffiyas 
to mask their laces, stood on the roof 
where PLO flags flew. Some 50 
people threw stones Into the road 
from the front courtvard. 


A senior teacher at foe school said 
foe trouble began, “shortly after 1 
p.m., when a group of non-students 
arrived and began shouting to the 
students to come out and demons- 
trate in solidarity with foe hunger- 
striking Ashkelon jail prisoners. We 
called on our pupils to remain in foe 
classrooms. The non-students then 
ran into the building and within a 
couple of minutes were on foe roof, 
throwing stones. A few of our stu- 
dents seemed to be collaborating, 
but foe majority were nor.” The 
faculty member said that barricades 
were then discovered outside foe 
school. 

The Ibrahimiya College, which 
comprises a boys' elementary and 
hig h school, arid a co-education aJ 
commercial college, attracts well-to- 
do Moslems and Christians, and its 
students have not, so for , been politi- 
cally active. 

College President Nihad Abu 
Gharabiya said that, fearing events 
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would escalate, be ordered the col- 
lege evacuated. 

"But as the students began leav- 
ing, they saw foe authorities had 
begun closing foe roads, and that 
frightened them back into foe cam- 
pus and they closed foe gates." 
Gharabiya said yesterday. 

A teacher said that as some of foe 
students tried to leave, they heard 
two shots from foe police ear. . 

Jerusalem operations chief Sgan- 
Nitzav £itan Katz yesterday con- 
finned that the plaindothesman who 
first encountered the barricades and 
the stone throwing, had fired two 
shots, “In retreat.” 

Katz arrived on foe scene at about 
1.30. “When I got there I saw several 
dozen people in foe courtyard and 
about a dozen on the roof throning 
stones into foe street.” 

Jerusalem police chief Haim 
AJbaldes arrived at 2-15 and. 
obeying standing orders, contacted 
Southern District Commander 
Avraham Turgeman for permission 
to use tear gas. Katz said. 

College officials said that at this 
point, one group was on foe roof, 
and a much larger group was hud- 
dled inside foe building. 

“For more than two hours foe 
police had foe building surrounded. 
The telephones were out of order, so 
we couldn’t call oul But nobody 
used a loudspeaker to try to contact 
any administration officials.'’ said a 
faculty member. 


But Katz denied knowing “there 
was anybody except for a mob of 
stone-throwers inside foe building. I 
would have expected somebody to 
hand out a white flag, or hold up a 
sign by a window that said. ‘Stop, I 
want to talk.' But nothing like that 
was seen.” 

Katz said, “All the hills around 
were black with thousands of people 
watching this stone-throwing and 
PLO chanting, waiting to see how 
the police would react." 

Abu Gharabiya said that promin- 
ent East Jerusalemites who arrived 
on foe scene suggested to foe police 
commanders that they try speaking 
to foe people inside. But they were 
rebuffed, foe college president said. 

The police said that foe interme- 
diaries were sent packing by the

Capital’s manufacturers want action

Talk in recent years of strengthen- 
ing Jerusalem's economic basis Is 
nothing mere than talk, the Jem- 
salem Manufacturers Association 
thinks. 

In a memorandum to the new 
Jerusalem Lobby" a: the Knesset, 
the association points cut that with 
125 .000 in habitants . Jerusalem is the 
nation's larges: c«:y. home to 10.4 
per cent of the population. But too 
much attention has beer, paid to 
urban development as compared 
with the capital's demographic and 
economic needs which, the associa- 
tion believes, have a direct bearing 
i fee city. 

According to the association, 
natural increase among Jews in the 
capital is nor enough to maintain ihe 
present Jewish-Arab demographic

balance, and as a result, the Jewish 
component of the city’s population 
continues to drop.... and this back- 
sliding continues despite the 
thousands of new housing units built 
and being huiir in the new suburbs 
around the city’s periphery." 

To preserve a Jewish majority, it 
said, more J ews must be employed in 
fee city's industries, and these must 
be of ihe high-tech rather than the 
labour-intensive, mass-production 
type. 

But. fee association claims, the 
government has defaulted on prom- 
ises to high-tech companies, causing 
them to cunail operations. 

The association wants the govern- 
ment to allocate more state land for 
industry “because now there is no 
room for even one additional plant 
in the citv.” 


For political reasons, this land 
should be in West Jerusalem, the 
association suggests, since U.S. in- 
vestors cannot qualify 1 for U.S. tax 
benefits if they invest in an enter- 
prise located in territory seized by 
Israel in the Six Day War, such as, 
for example, the Atarot industrial 
zone. Loans by fee U.S. -Israel Bina- 
tional Research and Development 
Fund are subject to similar limita- 
tions. 

The association also criticizes the 
Hebrew University of Jerusalem, 
saying that while “the development 
of science-based industries in the 
capital is generating a demand for 
trained manpower, mainly in elec- 
tronics. chemistry, physics and 
pharmacy, to our sorrow, the uni- 
versity has not responded to our 
demands that it establish a faculty of 
electronics."

Last fail rbe Jewish Agency paid 
rent a year in advance for hotel 
rooms, which are being used as tem- 
porary accommodation for nearly 
3,000 Ethiopian immigrants, even 
though the authorities intend to 
move them elsewhere as soon as 
possible. 

Jewish Agency alrra department 
chairman Haim Aharon told The 
Jerusalem Pos: yesterday that fee 
agency paid a year in advance, at a 
cos: of about $ 20,000 per five- 
member family. He denied a news- 
paper repon tha: fee cost of room 
and board in fee two- and three-star 
hotels for such a family is S50.000 a 


year. 

He said that fee immigrants were 
sent to hotels only as a last resort, 
when other Ethiopians filled up 
absorption centres. “It was either 
hotels or tent cities or apartments in 
weak towns like Dimona and Yero- 
ham." 

There are rental apartments 
around the country, but they are not 
located in blocs together, and Ethio- 
pian immigrants, because of their 
special absorption problems, must 
he housed together initially, he said. 

Aharon said that Prime Minister 
Peres and other members of the 
cabinet, including the finance minis- 
ter. have shown a lot of "goodwill 
and understanding” about the hous- 


ing problems of the Ethiopians, 
thousands of whom arrived in Israel 
ai fee end of last year. 

Aharon admitted that many 
Ethiopians are unhappy with hous- 
ing arrangements in the hotels. They 
quickly learn to be dependent on the 
authorities for every little thing, he 
said. They were served an unfamiliar 
diet served at inconvenient times. 
However their menus have been 
changed recently to more familiar 
food, he said. 

Aharon denied allegations that 
the immigrants are not allowed to 
host relatives or friends at the hotels. 
“I gave orders that their guests are 
invited to eat wife them at our ex- 
pense,” be stated. 


Kibbutz sets up archive for Gypsies 


LOHAMEI HAGETA'OT (Itim). - 
The Holocaust museum at this kib- 
butz has decided to set up an archive 
for the half-million Gypsies who 
died in the Holocaust, since fee 
Gypsies have no homeland and no 
public body has documented Nazi 
crimes against them. 

A veteran member of fee museum 
staff, Miriam Novich. has managed 
to collect hundreds of documents 
and photographs on the destruction 
of the Gypsies, who were gathered 
by fee Germans throughout Europe 
and sent to their death at Auschwitz. 

The collection includes orders on 
the destruction of fee Gypsies signed 
by Himmler, and Nazi reports on the 
progress of the genocide. Docu- 
ments published on the subject since 
World War II have also been col- 
lected. 

The collection is reportedly the 
largest one in the world on Nazi 
campaign against the Gypsies. Some 
of the documents and photos are to 
be shown soon in a special exhibition 
to be held at the museum. 

It was also reported that 
the missing three chapters of a chary 
by a Jewish underground fighter who 
was killed by the Gestapo in Poland 
during the Holocaust have been 
found and sent to Israel recently. 
The chapters are the first pan of a 


book. Justina's Diary, by Gusta 
Davidson feat was published in 
1946. Davidson was a member of 
Akiva. fee General Zionist youth 
organization. She wrote ber diary on 
toilet paper, in the hope, she said, 
that it would eventually reach Jews 
in Eretz Yisrael, and that the next 
generations would know fee Jewish 
underground's feats. 

Davidson's friends searched for 
the diary's missing chapters for 
years, and have refused to reveal 
where they were finally found. 


Sarid reports ( change’

Post Knesset Correspondent

In a statement to the press, Sarid 
said: “The CDF will stay there and 
will merely be thinned out." 

Sarid said that fee IDF must de- 
fend Galilee from positions within 
Galilee and enter Lebanon “in cases 
of vital necessity only". 


Weizman promise 
upsets moshavim 


SAKHNIN (Itim). - Fifty moshavim 
near the Lebanese border are out- 
raged that Minister without Port- 
folio Ezer Weizman has promised to 
transfer land to villagers in Sakhnin. 
Arraba and Deir Hanna, while they 
say the moshavim are starved for 
land. 

Director-General of the Prime 
Minister's Office Avraham Tamir 
has promised the villagers in Weiz- 
man’s name feat they would soon get 
some of the 1.500 dunams in an 
Israel Defence Forces firing range. 
The balance will be transferred with- 
in a number of years, he reportedly 
said. 

Rabamim Yakuti. chairman of the 
purchasing organization of the 
Galilee moshavim, said it is un- 
acceptable that the Arabs get the 
land which is near their settlements 
and which they need for themselves. 
He condemned his fellow members 
of the Labour Party who support 
Wetzmah's derision. 


But Hussein Bedama, deputy 
chairman of fee Sakhnin local coun- 
cil. said that the land in question 
belongs to villagers who have been 
forbidden to work it because it is in a 
military area.

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Life in Sudan capital getting back to normal 


KHARTOUM. - Life was returning 
to normal in Khartoum yesterday, 
with shops reopening after a six-day 
stoppage, despite scattered weekend 
clashes between the army and dis- 
banded intelligence agents. 

The capital's main Al-Gomhouria 
Street was bustling after professional 
unions called off a crippling general 
strike they staged last Wednesday to 
demand the ouster of president 
Ja’afar Numeiri. Numeiri was de- 
posed in an army coup last Saturday. 


Streets were clogged with traffic 
for the first time in nearly a week and 
the market at Al-Gomhouna was 
teeming with shoppers as a ban on 
marches went into effect yesterday 


on orders from Khartoum's new 
commissioner Maj.-Gen. Kamal 
Abbasher. 

In a statement published in yester- 
day’s newspapers, he also banned aU 
political gatherings without a per- 
mit. 

Western diplomats said yesterday 
there had been gun battles in and 
around Khartoum on Sunday night 
as pro-Numeiri intelligence men re- 
sisted their agency's dissolution by 
the new military junta. 

Sudan was still partially cut off 
from the rest of the world as the 
airport remained closed for the sixth 
day and communications were erra- 
tic. 


Workers and professionals in the 
mainly Christian and pagan pro- 
vinces of southern Sudan, where 
Nuffleiri’s troops had battled against 
anti-government rebels since 1983, 
issued a statement of support for the 
new military ruler, Gen. Abdul- 
Rahman Swareddahab. 


It also called on the military lead- 
ership to begin direct talks with the 
rebels because the nation “could not 
afford continued bloodshed.” 

Swareddahab has declared that he 
will strive to achieve national unity 
by opening direct negotiations with 
the rebels and would seek to im- 
prove the lot of the people in south- 
ern Sudan. 


But the leader of the main rebel 
force in the southern Sudan ordered 
a limited seven-day ceasefire yester- 
day, but said he will resume bis fight 
a gains t the country's new junta un- 
less civilians take power zn that time.

Murdered playmate’s | Robbers tunnel toward bank,

LOS ANGELES (Reuter). - Play- 
boy magazine founder Hugh Hefner 
was sued this week in a SS million 
libel and slander case by the sister of 
a murdered former “Playmate of the 
Year.” 

The suit by Louise Hoogstraten, 
sister of Playboy’s 1980 “Playmate 
of the Year” Dorothy Stratten, was 
foe latest twist in a feud about Strat- 
ten between Hefner and film direc- 
tor Peter Bogdanovich; 

Stratten was murdered in August 
1 980 by her estranged husband, Paul 
Snider, who was said to have been 
angered by her attachment to Bog- 
danovich.

Hoogstraten 's suit also names her 
ex-stepfather, who, she says, joined 
Hefner in alleging she had been 
seduced by Bogdanovich when she 
was 13.

DUBLIN ( AP) . - A gang of robbers 
spent the Easter weekend tunnelling 
into a Dublin bank, but their digging 
took a wrong turn and they fled after 
breaking through into a woman's 
lavatory, police said yesterday. 

A police spokesman said foe gang 
is believed to have spent three days 
underground in a bid to raid foe 
bank. 

' The robbers used sophisticated 
cutting and di g gin g equipment to cut 
a 230-metre tunnel and employed a 
gas cylinder, pick axes and crowbars 
to hack their way through a thick 
wall of foe bank, the spokesman 
said. 

“They tunnelled their way under a 


river - a small, underground stream 
known as “the paddle,” that goes 
under Dublin Castle - and actually 
got into the basement of foe bank,” 
said foe spokesman. 

But the tunnel was slightly off the 
mark, and instead of burrowing into 
foe bank’s strong room, foe robbers 
discovered themselves “in some sort 
of a powder room for foe ladies," he 
said. 


NAIROBI (AP). -The death toll in 
a cholera epidemic which erupted 
March 27 at a refugee camp in north- 
western Somalia has surpassed 
1.500, according to reports from the 
official Radio Mogadishu. 

The radio, quoting statements 
from the Somali Health Ministry, 
said in a broadcast monitored here 
yesterday that 36 hew cases of foe 
disease and 20 deaths were reported 
at the Gannet refugee camp near 
Hargeisa in northwestern Somalia 
onMorxiay. 

A previous broadcast had put the 
rig-ath toll at 1,501, and foe new 
deaths on Monday would raise the 
total to 1,521. 

The Gannet camp, set up under 
foe auspices of the UN high commis- 
sioner for refugees, accommodates 
some 45,000 Ethiopians who have 
fled famine and dvil war in their 
country.

MOST programmes aimed at help- 
ing culturally deprived pre-schooi 
children are based on teaching their 
mothers how to teach and play with 
them. Bnt what happens if fee 
mother herself is incapable of edu- 
cating her child? 

Gflat (an acronym for Con Yela- 
dim Lennokat fee kindergarten for 
babies), is providing an answer for a 
few dozen disadvantaged children in 
fee Jerusalem area by providing in- 
drvidual instruction tb them m their 
bomes-one hour a day. 

Shlomit Lustig. fee educational 
psychologist who initiated Gflat. hit 
upon fee idea after years of work 
with culturally deprived children 
who had dropped out of every avail- 
able pre-school and educational en- 
richment programme. 

“By the time feey were referred to 
me, fee only thing feat could be done 
was to put them in special education 
classes because they were consi- 
dered ‘retarded’.” 

“It was a tragedy which could have 
been avoided if there bad been a 
more appropriate programme for 
them in their early years. The avail- 
able programmes are excellent, but 
they depend on fee mother. There is 
only a small percentage of very cul- 
turally deprived households in which 
the mother - because of retardation, 
psychoses and extreme family prob- 
lems - cannot help develop her 
child’s intelligence.” 

One of fee things an average 
mother does - instinctively, Lusrig 
said, is to encourage the child in 
whatever direction of play or ex- 
ploration arouses his or her interest. 
If the odd likes a particular toy, for 
example, the mother will encourage, 
fee child to play wifeit. 

“If we tell a mother feat she 
should teach her child to put objects 
into a box, but that isn't what in- 
terests the child at that moment, we 
may be negatively affecting his or 
her natural development,” she ex- 
plained. 

Talking to a child is also instinctive 
behaviour. However, if atnofeer has 
a limited vocabulary, her effective-

ness in conversation may be limited. 
For example, in the kind of homes 
where we work, you will hear words 
like ‘bed’ or ’chair' but you won’t 
hear the word 'furniture'.” 

Gilat works in this way: It sends a 
kindergarten teacher, usually a 
national service volunteer, to homes 
for one hour daily to work with 
children. 

“By calling her simply a 'kinder- 
garten teacher.’ we eliminate any 
stigma. After all. other children also 
go to kindergarten, even if later on. ” 

The programme's work is done 
wife children from birth until the 
time they are in a formal kindergar- 
ten. Lustig is thinking of continuing 
to work wife the children until first 
or second grade - though on a less 
intensive basis - to make sure they 
integrate more easily into school. 

In some cases, Lustig explained, 
the family situation is too difficult for 
an 18-year-old national service 
volunteer, in which case the kinder- 
garten teacher assigned is a youhe 
social worker or psychologist with 
the professional skills, for instance, 
to deal wife bids for attention on the 
part of the child's mother, sexual 
advances by fee child's father and so 
on. 

The kindergarten teacher does not 
come with a structured curriculum, 
but lets fee child rake the lead in how 
their hour together will be spent. 

“We have to concentrate a lot in 
that one hour, but the concentration 
cannot be a barrage of stimuli which 
fee child cannot absorb. The concen- 
tration is more in the way the teacher 
can talk to fee child and can proceed 
logically from whatever interests the 
child at a given moment." said Lus- 
tig- 

Though Gilat does not depend on 
fee mother in the same way as other 
pre-school training programmes, she 
is not ignored. 

“If the mother occasionally wants 
to use the teacher as a babysitter and 
spend the hour doing her shopping, 
we don't say no. She has experienced 
enough failures and frustrations - 
both in her own life and as a mother- 


and we don't have to add to her 
problems by forcing her to cooperate 
with us when she want* to be doing 
something else. The secret is to 
make the programme fun for her 
that she won't wanr to miss.it.” 

The teacher provides positive 
reinforcement of the child's natural 
feeling for his or her mother, and 
vice-versa. 

"When the child is oleased to see 
her.” Lustig explains, “we point 
out feat she is fee most important 
person in his or her life. When the 
child plays with a toy. we'U say 
something like, ‘look how nicely 
your child is playing/ not 'look what 
a nice toy » e ve brought*.” 

At about the age of seven months, 
according to Lustig. children enjoy 
playing "peekaboo" which is educa- 
tional because it fosters "object 
permanence" - i.e.. fee realization 
feat something that has disappeared 
from view- is not lost and gone fore- 
ver. The mother is encouraged to 
participate in this game and the 
child's pleasure when she reappears 
may keep her playing it even when 
the teacher is not present. 

Last year. 60 children in Jeru- 
salem and Bet Shemesh benefited 
from fee Gilat programme. This 
year, because of budget cuts, fewer 
than 50 are being taught. Lustig has 
turned away more than a 100 in need 
of fee service: hopes of expanding 
fee programme to the rest of fee 
country now- seem like a dream. 

"We tend to fall between fee 
cracks of the different ministries,” 
Lustig said. 

“In fee long run. a programme 
like ours is cheaper than having to 
send these children to special educa- 
tion classes later. Bui when money is 
scarce, people don't always see it 
feat way.” 

Lustig and some of her profession- 
al colleagues recently established a 
voluntary association - Friends of 
Gilat - to try to raise money for fee 
programme and to make the public 
more aware of it. Anyone interested 
may write to fee association at 7 
Rehov Halamed He.

Three-year plan to improve

Industry and Trade Minister Ariel 
Sharon was yesterday plied with sil- 
ver and gold, but was unable to use 
either of the noble metals to enhance 
the national budget. It was a case of 
touch, but don't take, when Sharon 
did some luxury-liue window shop- 
ping at the Ramada Renaissance 
Hotel in Jerusalem, this year’s loca- 
tion for the annual Jewelry Week. 

Converted to Showcase '65. the 
hotel’s convention area hosted 45 
jewelry manufacturing companies, 
whose dazzling displays were aimed 
at boosting jewelry- exports beyond 
last year’s $146 million total. 

Exhibitors were keen to have the 
minister inspect ibe quality of their 
wares, and all those to whom Sharon 
spoke reported that sales were better 
than last year, better than they ex- 
pected, or merely good. No one 
complained and several exhibitors 
were doing brisk business with over- 
seas buyers during Sharon's tour. 

Here and there. Sharon received 
broad hints that with a tittle bit of 


help from the minister, the industry 
could shine a lot more than it does in 
the overall export picture. 

Some manufacturers expressed 
concern that they might not have 
enough employees to work on 
orders, because there was not a large 
enough gap between salaries paid in 
the jewelry industry and the unem- 
ployment dole. Without the right 
incentives, they told Sharon, it 
would be difficult to iaduct a. new 
generation of workers into the 
labour force. 

The U.S. is Israel’s best jewelry 
customer, buying up 75% of total 
jewelry exports. Of the 142 buyers 
attending the Week, 58 were from 
America. A contingent of 31 
Japanese buyers was expected to fly 
in Iasi night.

Meanwhile economic affairs 
ministers were expected to adopt a 
new package of market-opening mea- 
ures, the seventh in the past four 
years and Prime Minister Yasuhiro 
Nakasone was to address the nation

The report said the basic approach 
toward internationalization should 
be one of “freedom in principle and 
restrictions as exceptions.”

Meitav yesterday published its 
assessment’ of trends and perform- 
ances in the mutual fond sector. 

Among the major fund managers. 
Meitav identifies a growth in the 
market share of the funds managed 
by the Leu mi group, from 43_5% at 
the end of 19Si. :o 44.9°o at end- 
March 1985. This growth came 
directly at the expense of Hapoalim 
and Discount-managed funds, which 
fell from 24..1 J o to 23.4% and from 
19.1% to IS.2%. respectively. First 
Internationa! took 0.1 : o from Miz- 
rahi. 

In dollar terms, the toial assets of 
all 120 mutual funds active at the end 
of last month rose bv 513m.. to 
5732. Sm. (IS629.1b). In other 
words, the seemingly impressive 


36.8% growth rn nominal value was 
almost entirely accounted for by the 
rate of devaluation, leaving a real 
growth of only 1.8%. 

This, in turn, was achieved by a 
net inflow of funds (more new units 
were issued than were redeemed), 
since the Meitav fund index under- 
performed the rate of devaluation, 
rising by only 33.9% . 

The growth trend in the dollar- 
linked sets within the funds, at the 
expense of index-linked bonds, con- 
tinued to be very noticeable, as it 
had throughout 1984. "Arrange- 
ment” dollar-Iinked bank shares in- 
creased from 24°o to 29% of total 
assets, and other foreign-currency 
linked or denominated assets total- 
led 22% . giving an absolute majority 


to this sector. 

Index-linked investments, which 
had fallen from 59% to 43% last 
year, fell further, to 35% at end- 
March. 

Meitav believes that this effect 
w as not created by conscious policy 
but stemmed from the very poor 
performance of index-linked bonds 
in the last quarter, while dollar- 
Iinked investments made good prog- 
ress . 

A full 86.5% of total fund assets 
are managed by the Big Three 
banks, and of the’ ten largest funds, 
seven are Leumi - PIA managed, 
two are from the Hapoalim stable, 
and one from Discount. Together, 
these ten comprise 44% of the “in- 
dustry.”

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An offer we can’t refuse 



ALONG WITH 17 other Free World defence ministers, 
Yitzhak Kabin has been invited by his American colleague, 
Caspar Weinberger, to participate in research on President 
Reagan’s Strategic Defence Initiative, popularly known as the 
Star Wars project. Replies are expected not later than the end 
of May. 

Israel's cabinet will obviously be consulted before Mr. Rabin . 
sends his reply, presumably within the next two weeks, and 
clarifications will first be sought about the anticipated nature 
and extent of Israel's role in the programme. But these are 
likely to be mere formalities. For there is simply no chance that 
this country will disregard the compliment implied in Mr. 
Weinberger's invitation and turn down an offer - the first such 
offer addressed to it as a U.S. ally - to take its place on the ' 
ground floor of a bold new venture in military technology. 

The concept behind Star Wars, it is true, is at the moment in 
dispute - not only between the U.S. and the Soviets, which is 
natural, but between the Americans and their western allies, 
and among the Americans themselves. 

Moscow has derided Mr. Reagan’s claim that SDI’s purpose 
is purely defensive: to render incoming intercontinental ballis- 
tic missiles “impotent and obsolete.*’ The real purpose, the 
Soviets allege, is to make offensive U.S. nuclear weapons 
immune to attack, and it will obligate the Soviet Union to build 
new nuclear weapons, and more of them, to penetrate Amer- 
ica’s protective shield. 

Of greater relevance is the fact that the western allies, too, 
are not entirely happy with the planned militarization of space. 
They fear that it will undermine the strategy of nuclear 
deterrence on which they have so far relied in countering the 
Soviet threat, and without extending to them the protective 
umbrella intended for America. The allies, most of them at 
least, would probably in the end sign on for the S26 billion 
research programme , but they seem to suspect that Mr. Reagan 
has already made up his mind to go on with development, which 
could run into hundreds of billions before it is completed, in 
something like two score years. 

Nor are all Americans of one mind about the programme. 
Reputable scientists and military experts doubt that SD1 will 
ever really work, and some have even suggested that the 
president's true aim is to force the Soviets into bankruptcy 
through an accelerated arms race. But equally reputable 
American scientists and military experts insist that Mr. Reagan 
is genuinely seeking to substitute defence for offence in 
preventing a nuclear holocaust. After all. few people would 
deny that MAD - Mutually Assured Destruction - is somewhat 
lacking in sanity as a means of preserving the peace of the 
world. 

These are all weighty arguments. But it need not be expected 
that the cabinet will spend too much time thrashing them out in 
trying to decide whether or not to accept the U.S. offer. The 
decisive consideration will be what's in it for Israel - militarily, 
economically and, not least, politically. 

Premier Shimon Peres has already indicated that he favours 
participation, in principle , because it would benefit Israel’s own 
defence effort, even if indirectly. That appears to be Mr. 
Rabin’s position as well. Israel is not in the space weaponry 
league, but the scientific and technological spin offs from 
involvement in the project should be valuable for this country 
in other ways. 

In economic terms, too, there is no reason why Israel should 
deny itself a slice of the Star Wars funds that Washington is 
ready to disburse. And qualified Israelis ought to be encour- 
aged to use this opportunity to do work in local laboratories 
rather than seek similar employment abroad. 

It remains to be seen how well fitted Israel's scientific 
infrastructure is, in its present somewhat neglected state, for 
the far-out research contemplated by the Americans. But this 
is a practical question that need not concern the cabinet. What 
the cabinet must decide is whether it can refuse to say Yes, in 
this case, to the power without whose support this country 
could not survive. Plainly, it cannot - and the fact that this will 
annoy the Russians, as Victor Shemtov believes, is neither here 
nor there. 

Independence-minded Israelis will bemoan the virtual loss of 
the Jewish State’s freedom of choice when it comes to such 
issues as placing a VO A relay station on Israeli soil, or getting 
involved in a controversial foreign arms research programme. 
But that is all they can do in the circumstances.

COMPREHENSIVE 
STUDY NEEDED 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - We are soon to commemo- 
rate Holocaust and Heroism Day, 
then Independence Day. and im- 
mediately after, the fortieth 
anniversary of the end of World War 
II and the victory over Nazi Ger- 
many. 

These events will certainly again 
raise questions connected with the 
destruction of a third of our people 
in Europe and the lessons to be 
learned from this tragedy. 

Again we are going to hear the 
stories of die survivors of the Holo- 
caust about the Nazis, inhumanity in 
the ghettos and concentration 
camps, and about individuals' heroic 
deeds in die fight against the Nazis. 

Now, 40 years after the end of 
World War II, the number of Jewish 
witnesses to the murderous deeds of 
the Nazis, and to their political acti- 
vities or omissions is diminishing. It 
is time to attempt objective research 
to answer the question "Why did the 
Jewish people not succeed in pre- 
venting the annihilation of the six 
million?” 

Until now, the available material 
includes research on various inci- 
dents, with each researcher concen- 
trating on a certain chapter seen 
from bis own subjective point of 
view. In my opinion the time has 
come to undertake a thorough and 
comprehensive research on the acti- 
vities and attitudes of the Jewish 
people in the Diaspora and in Eretz 
Israel in the years 1933-1945, in- 
order to understand what prevented 
them from acting to rescue the Jews 
of Europe. 

The research projects published 
so far show the weakness of our 
people and the insignificance of their 
influence on the decision-makers 
on the international scene of those 
days. This weakness stems not only 
from our being a small and dispersed 
people but also from many subjec- 
tive mistakes made by our leaders of 
that period. 

An objective and comprehensive 
research project on all the activities 
of all Jews involved in our rescue, 
from 1933, to 1945, would give the 
young generation and its descen- 
dants a comprehensive picture of 
what happened in this dark period of 
our history and the possibility to 
learn the necessary lessons for the 
future.

THE DECISION to introduce Sum- 
mer Time at midnight on Saturday 
was the culmination of a long and 
successful fight against former in- 
terior minister Dr. Yosef Burg, who 
had opposed it on religious grounds. 
But the entire issue illustrates in a 
broader sense what we as a national 
collective face in governing 
ourselves. 

Many arguments were made both 
for and against Summer Time. The 
most relevant one, that of sheer 
convenience, was hardly mentioned 
in the acrimonious debates on the 
issue. Yet convenience is a perfect 
example of an issue that has a direct 
bearing on the daily lives of nearly 
every one of us. Just as there are 
many religious people who are in 
favour of Summer Time, so are there 
secular Israelis who find it inconve- 
nient. 

My impression is that the vast 
majority find it extremely conve- 
nient in the sweltering summers of 
our sub-tropical country. But I am 
not sure of my guess because the 
people involved - all of us - were 
never asked for our opinion. 

Summer Time is an example of an 
issue that should be derided by sub- 
mission to a national referendum. 
There are many issues on which "the 
people” are simply not qualified to 
reader a decisive opinion or on 
which the temptations of personal 
interest would tend to overcome oar 
deeper collective interests. 
Democratically-elected, representa- 
tive government is the best way to 
deal with these issues. 

But there are some questions on 
which the people themselves should 
be asked and given the opportunity 
to decide, and on which our repre- 
sentatives are themselves not qual- 
ified to speak forus. Summer Time is 
one; there are many others. 

Such issues could be debated over 
a period of time in the media and in 
the Knesset. But ultimately they 
should be submitted to the electo- 
rate - preferably at a given date 


annually - for a popular decision. 
One of the most important spin-offs 
of the introduction of the institution 
of the popular referendum would be 
a greater involvement of people in 
the political process at a time when 
one of our endemic problems is the 
growing alienation of large numbers 
of people from the political system. 


ALL OF this brings me to my second 
point, which is the serious problem 
we have in the way our political 
rulers divide their time and on what 
they focus their attention. 

I was reminded of this problem by 
a comment made in a recent inter- 
view by Shlomo Garit, the outgoing 
president of Beersheba University 
and the former head of Military 
Intelligence. Gazit, who can certain- 
ly not be faulted for underestimating 
the importance of national defence, 
noted that far too many of our poli- 
tical rulers invesr much too much of 
their time, energy and attention on 
defence-related issues - to the exclu- 
sion of others. 

It is certainly not that defence is 
unimportant. Given the enduring 
Arab hostility to the existence of 
Israel it would be fatuous to advance 
such an argument. The problem ties 
in the fact that no one with real 


are a host of other areas having to do 
with the quality-of-life which have 
deteriorated in a similar way over 
time due to the penchant of our top 
politicians to concentrate their 
attention and energies so excnlsively 
on defence, issues and on debilitating 
political infighting. 

The tragic automobfle accident on 
the Nabariya-Acre highway this 
week, in which an entire young fami- 
ly was killed, is a case in point. Our 
politirians-have known for years that 
this stretch of road is one of the most 
dangerous in the country. But plans 
to improve it have been permitted to 
bog down in the bureaucratic squab- 
bling that is so characteristic of what 
is railed government in Israel. 

The annual toll of traffic accidents 
in recent years should make this into 
a problem that is considered as se- 
rious. if not more serious, than our 
tragic involvement in Lebanon. But 
it is thought to be beneath the dignity 
of our top political leaders to devote 
much of their time to such mundane 
problems. 

Tbe growing incidence of violent 
crime, and especially of crimes 
a gains t the defenceless elderly, is 
another case of a major problem that 
receives only routine treatment, if 
that, from our top leaders. 
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the hotels that were cooimandeered 
to house the-new immigrants.

The congressmen" repudi- 
ate the conventional wisdom (and 
faulty policy) that Israel should give 
up territory in exchange for unen- 
forceable peace treaties. By asking 
the President to support Israeli re~ 
tendon of Judea. Samaria. Gaza and 


the Golan, the entire thrust of the 
letters is in opposition to the State 
Department and to the Reagan Plan 
for the Middle East. The fact that 18 
of the 19 signers are Republican 
gives the letters added political sig- 
nificance. By implication, the con- 
gressmen also object to plans like the 
Allonplan. 

There is emerging in Congress and 
in the American public a growing 
recognition of the inherent instabil- 
ity of the Middle East an the need 
for the area’s only democracy to 
remain strong. Above all. this means 
maintaining die necessary territorial 
depth and strategic terrain to thwart 
aggression.
